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I. What is America, EU and the rest of the world in the blueprint of 
economic globalization back in the picture after what, a major economic 
crisis which had what consequences. 


When of course the Soviet Union fell, the world liberalized and followed a financial 
model called World Bank and IMF dictated policies more in the sense of a blueprint 
I might say, which is economic globalization with in fact FII, FPI and FDI finally 
pushed in quickly of in fact Mcdonalds to Nike sweatshop polcieis and all that 
Sirohi praises as the 1990s. I might say that this was hurried and fast and was also 
going to fail because of its pace of introductions which swerved into another 
counter-economic logic of “creative economics” in non-Althusserian senses. It 
meant in fact that now the leap produced in this phase is followed by also an 
ideational capital, which is always ideating Sirohi who was necessary to stop the 
semio-ideational crisis economics which folded up the financial cycle in America 
and was going towards fascism and even non-Governance towards even EU non- 
governance actually hitting them even now, which is actually a problem of crisis 
spatial fixes which then amounts to far right management as the left was 
ideologically hammered out. 


II. The Current Picture - More Government - and Finance joined to in fact 
Sirohi’s economic blueprint and also a lot of capitalist initiatives and the 
death of Keynesian use-value production expansion for intelligent plans 
and Sirohi’s ideational projects. 


So now the new plan seems more in the direction of trillions and Sirohi’s pains to 
meet people and romantic reminiscencing and a lot of teaching and even language 
loves, but in fact is a very creative mind at work with the whole system on 
architecture and divine logics of all capitals in fact - to reach a globalization project 
which remains not at their pace of exchange value but also with praxis kicking in in 
India and permanent revolution to in fact create what he calls some sense of 
egalitarianism which is according to Mazumdar and Sanyal - the Indian Communist 
revolution which retians the people’s line and that is then the whole pure project of 
capital getting hit by the outside of the real politics of the people which then is the 
debate for Sirohi. 


III. Andersonian Variations 


Imagine history to be a law of class struggle but also a law of finance, and with this 
agrarian and recently in capitalism manufacturing and software with a lot of other 
markets all of which is followed by Plato’s Republic but also by in fact the slave 
masses revolting and clashing capitals of in fact the whole myriad configurations of 
modes of production creating a world market which is then simple loaves of bread 
in Christ or the simple monastic life - I means think of this as history itself - when 
finance is a matter of capitalism, but also state finance to in fact create the syntax - 
state and market with some balance which is architectural parallax and also I mean 
macro-archtiecture which then is formalism which includes genius at statesman to 
be a Pasolini figure who cares about the poor and practices wage-labour economics 
as well as divine Paulinian ideas of wealth.
